Town Council Reviews Traffic Study Results: As
reported in the newsletter this past year, the Town
commissioned a traffic study to examine the north
east quadrant of our community focusing specifically
on the areas near our schools and parks. The study
area was north of Forest Road and east of Cheverly
Avenue. The Town Council reviewed the plan in
recent work sessions but conducted a more public
session on September 13th during the regularly
scheduled council meeting. The discussion can be
viewed on the town website: http://
cheverlymd.swagit.com/play/09142018-792.

The Traffic Study does not provide any magic bullets
that will prevent traffic in our neighborhood. The
study basically confirms what we already know;
Cheverly has narrow roads, with cars parked in the
road, and schools; that draw a significant amount of
traffic during drop off and pick up. Additionally, we
have some intersections that are abnormally wide
causing pedestrian issues when attempting to cross
them.

The Traffic Study does provide a very nice inventory
of actions the town can take that will address Public
Safety issues caused by traffic. In the past the town
has taken piecemeal actions to address these issues,
the Traffic Study offers a complete inventory of

actions that can be addressed over a number of years.

Air Quality Permit Meeting for Smith & Sons: On
Monday September 17th the Town hosted the
Maryland Department of the Environment (MDE) and
Smith & Sons Metal Recycler at an Informational
Meeting. Smith & Sons is revamping its operations
and is placing a number of new machines on site.
These changes triggered a requirement that Smith and
Sons acquire an Air Quality Permit from MDE.

This meeting was the very first step in the process of
obtaining the Air Quality Permit. This meeting was
designed to inform the public of what is happening
and allow the public to comment to MDE about any
concerns so that the comments can be considered as
MDE reviews the application. Approximately 25 to
30 residents attended to listen and comment. A
Public Hearing will be conducted after MDE reviews
the application.

During the course of the meeting Smith and Sons
explained that they believe the new machinery being
implemented will produce fewer air quality issues
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because they are moving to “‘wet systems” for their sifting
and sorting processes. Their view is that the “wet systems”
prevent particulate matter from entering the air therefore it
will not leave the site. MDE basically agreed with this
assessment.

Cheverly citizens expressed some of the following concerns
and skepticism regarding the application: Smith & Sons past
history of creating booms, noise and water issues and odors
from their property, issues regarding the specific equipment
being implemented, issues with ongoing air monitoring to
ensure air quality, and issues regarding the MDE statistics
and verification.

The Town will closely monitor the permit process as it
proceeds and keep the community informed. The town is
also taking the following actions to address residents
concemns: 1) We are initiating discussions with local air
quality experts, 2) We are exploring any opportunities to
implement an air quality monitoring station and share costs
with Smith & Sons and others, 3) submit a FOIA request to
MDE to identify any past violations, 4) a copy of Smith &
Sons application can be obtained at Town Hall and will soon
be on our website.

How Does our Tree Canopy Rank? So let’s get this straight,
I'hate when neighboring communities out rank us in
anything. So I was disappointed to hear that our tree canopy
lags behind towns like Takoma Park and Greenbelt by 10 to
15%. Yeech!

Our resident local arborist Nathan McElroy gave a
presentation to the Town Council regarding the health of
Cheverly’s tree canopy. Nathan focused his attention on the
changes in our canopy over the last 15 years. To be honest, |
was very concermned about his findings given the loss of so
many of our larger trees. The news was better than [
expected, but we still have a ways to go.

Tree Canopy Coverage: Given a 2% margin of error, our tree
canopy covers approximately 46% of the town. The good
news is the tree canopy has remained stable over 15 years.
The bad news is that this number doesn’t come close to
communities like Greenbelt and Takoma Park which are in
the high 50’s to low 60’s. Nathan indicated that our goal
should be 60%.

Diversity of Tree Canopy: More good news, our tree canopy
is actually more diverse that it was 15 years ago. Thanks to
the efforts of Public Works we have a more diverse canopy.

Also as street trees have died Public Works has done a much
better job of placing the “right tree in the right place”. In
other words, we no longer plant giant oaks and maples under
wires that will eventually have to be trimmed in egregious
ways to ensure power lines are clear.

Impermeable Surface Coverage: This is the bad news. This
statistic measures how much of our permeable surface is
covered by tree canopy. In other words, if you were looking
down from the sky how much impermeable surface would
you see? Our tree canopy now covers 4% less of our
permeable surface than 15 years ago. While it is not clear
specifically why, it very well could be that our larger street
trees have died and the younger trees have not yet grown
sufficiently.

So what does all this mean? Simply put, we need to plant
more trees. We need to double our efforts on both Public
Property and Private Property.

Private Property Trees: 1 beseech every resident in town to
please call Public Works right now and ask them to plant a
free tree on your property. I know you’re reading this at
9:00PM and Public Works is not open. Well, dang it, call
301.773.2666 right now and leave them a message. They’ll
call you back. Remember all you have to do is tell them what
type of tree and where you want it planted, they do the rest!

Public Street Trees: The Town Council agreed to allocate
$15,000 to plant additional street trees throughout the town in
an effort to jump start the process of improving the coverage
of impermeable surfaces. What is a street tree? Obviously
any tree planted in the tree box (grassy area between the
sidewalk and the street) is a public street tree. However,
some of you do not have sidewalks. In this case the first eight
to eleven feet of lawn closest to the street is actually a town
right of way. These areas may be planted by the town as
well.

What is Happening With the Dog Park? Excellent question,
and one that I have heard a lot lately. Unfortunately, the
process of obtaining the property from the State Highway
Association (SHA) is much more cumbersome than our
original plan of signing an MOU. Irecognize that this has
dragged on for a year, and unfortunately the timeframe for
completion could still be a six months to a year.
Unfortunately, we are not in control of the timeframe. Good
news, is that recent conversations with the head of SHA
seems to have created a greater level of focus by SHA.

The town continues to have funds in the budget to execute
immediately when the transfer of land occurs.

Hey Mike, “Why not just build the Dog Park at 6301
Kilmer?”. Certainly the Town Council has considered this
location, but it has been ruled out. Why? The primary reason
is the proximity of this property to neighbors. While a Dog
Park is a community asset, none of us want our home to be
located abutting the Dog Park. It would be unfair to the
neighbors to place the Dog Park in such close proximity.
Other reasons are the proximity to the Spellman School and
potential distractions there while children are at recess and the
fact that there is limited parking in the area. Residents in this
area already face significant congestion (see Traffic Study
above).

Hey Mike, Where will the Dog Park be located? The Town is
working with the State Highway Administration (SHA) to
acquire the land behind the Public Works building next to
Town Park. The site will be approximately one acre. This
site is well protected from any homes and will be shielded by
the Public Works building,

Hey Mike, Is that Area Appropriate for a Dog Park? Current-
ly this particular area has some large trees, but mostly the area
consists of low level brush. The current plan calls for retain-
ing any significant trees and removing the brush. The park
will be fenced and there will be separate areas for large and
small dogs. The area is relatively flat and will be covered
with mulch. The area is proximate to water and electricity, so
while these amenities may not be available immediately they
will be available in the future.

Hey Mike, Why has this taken so long? As mentioned above
in our early meetings SHA agreed to pursue an MOU, where
SHA would retain the ownership of the property and allow us
to use it. This path was pursued for a number of months, and
through a number of personnel changes. Unfortunately, early
this year SHA concluded that this property could not be used
via MOU, and began a process for property transfer to the
town. My apologies for the delay. However, the good news
is that we have identified and agreed on a property for a Dog
Park and someday soon we will have this amenity for our
four legged friends.

Why are our Police always on Route 202? Oh my gosh, I get
this question almost every week. So, I decided to chat with
Chief Robshaw and ask him to please explain to me how we

deploy our police. Of course, Chief Robshaw never discusses
specific tactics or strategies but this is what he indicated.

The Chief indicated that over 50% of patrolling time has al-
ways been spent inside the residential area of town. Howev-
er, as the crime rates along Route 202 have dropped over the
last year our police have been able to spend even more time
in the residential areas of our community.

So why do folks feel that the Police are always on Route
202? Thave three reasons why this might be true. 1) All of
us use Route 202 to exit and enter the neighborhood. When
we see police lights on Route 202 it grabs our attention.
However, once we enter the neighborhood we only travel a
few streets. If we are not on the same streets as out police, we
simply won’t see their police cruisers. 2) Generally, the po-
lice do not have their lights on as they cruise the neighbor-
hood, therefore they do not draw our attention. 3) Most of
our police vehicles are unmarked black vehicles. Many
times they can pass by and simply not be noticed. Over the
next few years the Police Department is moving to utilize
more Cheverly branded police vehicles hopefully this will
help us identify them more often.

Wouldn’t Cheverly Look Good in the National Register of
Historic Places: In the late summer and fall of 2018, staff
from the Ottery Group and M-NCPPC will be surveying and
photographing houses and landscapes in the older part of
Cheverly to prepare a National Register Nomination to list
the historic portions of Cheverly in the National Register of
Historic Places.

Via Resolution 1-18 adopted May 24, 2018, the Town of
Cheverly resolved to apply for financial assistance to the
Prince George’s County Planning Department to engage the
Ottery Group for this work.

Listing in the National Register of Historic Places is largely
honorary and is non-regulatory; therefore there will be no
burdens placed on a homeowner who is looking to improve
their property. However, there are benefits, properties that are
identified as contributing to the district would be eligible to
apply for Maryland Heritage Structure Rehabilitation Tax
Credit Program. Homeowners have the opportunity to earn a
state income tax credit equal to 20 percent of qualified reha-
bilitation expenditures. This credit can help pay for potentially
costly restoration expenses, such as replacing a slate roof or
rehabilitating windows.
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There are over 100 National Register properties and districts
in the county already, including Old Town College Park,
University Park, College Heights Estates, Greenbelt,
Riverdale Park and Mount Rainier. Cheverly should
definitely be one!

Once some initial survey work is completed, staff will make a
presentation to the town on the potential size of the district,
potential contributing properties, and benefits. If you have
questions about the nomination process please contact Mr.

So this fall if you see someone walking the neighborhood
looking at homes, they are not casing your house they are
helping us achieve this goal. The Town will provide the team
with a letter of introduction so that if a resident asks they will
be able to identify themselves.

Volunteers Needed!: Hopefully, you all didn’t just skip
right by this headline. The Town Council needs you. If you
are reading this newsletter and thinking, how come I didn’t
know this or I wish someone asked my opinion on this, or [
would have done that differently. .. then guess what YOU
NEED TO VOLUNTEER! The Cheverly Planning Board
and the Cheverly Green Infrastructure Committee need new
members as you read about the topics in this newsletter
please know that the Planning Board and Green Infrastructure
Committee give continual guidance to the Mayor and
Council on all of these topics.

‘What is Happening at Town Park? Changes continue to
happen in Town Park. Approximately five years ago the
Town Council and the Green Infrastructure Committee
hosted a series of well attended community meetings to
modify the Town Park Plan. Some of aspects of the plan
have already been implemented: a New Stage, Handicap
access to the Pavilion, and with the help of the county storm
water management concepts.

However, one of the biggest aspects of the plan was to move
the existing basketball courts to the tennis court area. These
new courts will be multi-use courts, but the primary purpose
will be for basketball. This allows for increased area for the
courts and two full length courts. This move also eliminates
long standing issues between nearby neighbors and the
existing basketball courts.

“What will happen to the area where the basketball courts

are now?” This area was planned to be more of a park area
where we might eventually place a pavilion. This would be a
nice complimentary use to the Community Market.

PickleBall Coming to Town Park: Well, I don’t know
about you but many of my friends are raving about pickleball.
Admittedly, my friends are a little older. What the heck is
pickleball? Pickleball is a paddle sport that combines
elements of badminton, tennis, and table tennis! Two or four
players use solid paddles made of wood or composite
materials to hit a perforated polymer ball, similar to a wiffle
ball over anet. The key is the court is much smaller than a
tennis court and the play can be fast moving,

Our new multi-use courts will have two modular pickleball
courts for everyday use.

CHEVERLY PUBLIC SAFETY DAY- A great big thank
you for all who attended Public Safety Day on Thursday,
September 21, 2018, in the Town Park. Once again,
MISSION BBQ served an outstanding meal and our public
safety partners came through with outstanding equipment
displays. I would particularly like to thank the Prince
George’s County Police, the County Sherift’s Department,
the Chapel Oaks Volunteer Fire Department, the Greenbelt
City Police, the Maryland Park Police, and a host of other
volunteers who made this year’s event spectacular. One
crowd estimate was 700 attendees, which speaks to the strong
partnership between the CPD and the Cheverly community.

I'would also like to take this opportunity to also recognize all
of those who donated baked goods, the proceeds of which
along with those of the dunk tank will be donated to the
Maryland Chapter of the Concerns of Police Survivors
(COPS). COPS is an all-volunteer national organization that
cares for the survivors of police officers killed in the line of
duty. I would also like to recognize the Cheverly Police
Chief’s Advisory Board (PCAB), a great number of whose
board members helped with the planning and food service for
Public Safety Day. The PCAB has been working very hard
over the last several months to establish community trust, to
provide practical guidance, and to begin to serve as an
important community organization to improve public safety
and social outreach within Cheverly.

WEARABLE CAMERAS — Just a reminder to the Cheverly
public, that all Cheverly patrol officers are assigned and wear
on their uniforms video cameras that record both sight and
sound. These cameras serve many distinct functions, not the
least of which, include the capture of crimes in progress, the
collection of evidence, and the direct actions of both the
officer and those persons who interact with the officer during
the course of his/her duty. Officers are required to announce
the use of these cameras upon their arrival on the scene of a
crime or incident and all recordings on these tamper-proof
cameras are collected and preserved.

In addition to wearable cameras, the Department recently
installed additional cameras in all patrol vehicles to record
traffic stops and other police actions from a wider view that
body cameras alone. The wearable cameras are slaved to the
in-car cameras to ensure greater storage and picture clarity.
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On a related note, the footage from these cameras has saved
the Town thousands of dollars in legal costs and fees from
false claims of police misconduct and also improved how our
officers interact with the public. This footage has also been
responsible for an increase in our prosecution rate as evidence
of our police actions is readily accessible at trial.

DID YOU KNOW THAT THE CHEVERLY POLICE
DEPARTMENT WILL DISPOSE OF, FREE OF
CHARGE, THE FOLLOWING:

1. All unwanted firearms, magazines, ammunition, or other
weapons. Please call the station first to ensure a police officer
is available to receive the unloaded weapon. In cases where a
resident is unable or unwilling to unload any firearm, please
call the station and an officer will be dispatched to take the
weapon. This applies to all handguns, rifles, shotguns, BB or
pellet guns, or any other dangerous weapon. It is the policy of
the Department that all such weapons will be utilized by the
Department or destroyed, and not traded in for discounted
law enforcement weapons or purchases.

2. All unwanted prescription medicines. The station main-
tains a prescription medicine container in the lobby and resi-
dents may utilize this service unattended. Please cross out any
names or addresses on the prescription container and ensure
all lids are tightly fastened. All such medicines are destroyed.

3. All controlled dangerous substances (marijuana, cocaine,
etc.). Residents who find such substances are encouraged to
call the station first to ensure a police officer is available to
receive the substance. In cases where a resident is unable or
unwilling to collect the substance, please call the station and
an officer will be dispatched to take such substances. Confi-
dentiality will always be employed in these circumstances.
Again, all such substances will be destroyed.

4. Other found property. The Department makes an attempt
to identify the owner of all found or recovered property. All

unclaimed property is auctioned or sold, if possible, with the
funds used to purchase police equipment.
